LOE ANGELES PRODUCE MARKET 


The potato market showed the first 
signs of reacting to a higher level after 
weeks of tow prices and superabund­ 
ant stock. The local spuds are begin­ 
ning to fall off in the Bise of arrivals 
and consequently the market is grow­ 
ing more firm. 
Some of the dealers 
were asking up to $1 per hundred, but 
on the street they are selling in quanti­ 
ties at 80 cents. Receipts of potatoes 
from other sections of the state are on 
the increase and there is little danger 
of a very high market on the product 
for some months to come. The north­ 
ern spuds are selling on the street at 
81 to 81.15, according to quality. To­ 
tal arrivals yesterday were 2231 sacks. 
In staples, outside of potatoes, the 
market was rather quiet and prices 
were generally steady. 
Egg receipts 
were 307 cases and the market price 
on extra grade remained at 32 cents a 
doaon. 
Several sales were reported 
on the street at 30 cents, Indicating 
only fair strength on the market. 
In 
San Francisco candled stock was quot­ 
ed at 39 yesterday. 
The butter market held unchanged 
with the same price in the north on 
creamery extra as that 
here, 
32% 
cents a pound. The Chicago market 
showed a decline to 24 cents, and New 
York was quoted at 26%. Receipts of 
butter were heavy, 69,985 pounds com­ 
ing in. 
There were no changes in cheese, a 
very light demand for any of the var­ 
ieties listed and receipts of 3990 lbs. 
Only four sacks of onions wore re­ 
ceived. 
8weet potato arlvals totaled 
twenty sacks and prices were steady. 
Several new varieties of apples were 
reported in. among 
them 
Skinner's 
Seedless sud Blttenhelmers. The best 
price on these was $1.25 per box and 
quotations on all other grades were 
down. Alexanders and Gravenatelns 
were both *■’toted at $1.35 on four-tier 
stock snd I ne on smaller Bises. Other 
fruits were plentiful and values were 
unchanged since last Saturday. Cauli­ 
flower and celery were more plentiful 
on the vegetable market and down 
fractionally. 
Other vegetables and 
bunch goods moved well.
